Claims 48-50, 53, 64-78, 80-88, 91-93, 96-98, 100-103, 105, 106, 108-110, and 
1 1 4-1 1 6 are pending and under consideration. Claims 1 1 5 and 1 1 6 are new. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claim 50. 

Amend claims 65-68, 72, 100, and 101 by deleting "50" and substituting --91 - 
therefor. 

In claim 64, insert --the polypeptide of- immediately after "encodes". 
In claims 65 and 66, insert -or said soluble fragment thereof-- immediately after 
"polypeptide". 

In claim 68, delete "A" and substitute --An isolated-- therefor. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The written 
description rejection of claims 53, 65-74, 100-103, 105, 106, 108-110, and 114 is 
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overcome by the insertion into claim 53 of the limitation requiring that "said polypeptide 
is capable of inducing apoptosis in an HT-29 colon carcinoma cell. 

The enablement rejection of claims 53, 65-74, 100-103, 105, 106, 108-110, and 
1 14 is overcome by Applicant's arguments filed 12/5/05. 

The rejection of claims 75-77 under 35 USC 102 is overcome by Applicant's 
amendment.
